September 25--FSCC ISSUES REVISED SURPLUS FOOD LIST--A revised list of 
commodities which have been officially designated as surplus food to be obtained | 
with blue surplus food order stamps under the Stamp Plan for distributing surplus 
food to needy familics, was issucd by the Fedcral Surplus Commodities Corporation. 
The new list which becomes effective October 1, 1939 and which will supersede 
previous lists, includes twelve food items. Until further notice the list include 
butter, cggs, raisins, apples, pork lard, dricd prunes, onions (oxcept ereen 
onions), dry beans, fresh pears, wheat flour and whole wheat (Graham) flour, and 
corn meale Fresh snap beans are dcosignated as surplus for the period October 1 
through October 31. Raisins, apples, pork lard, and snap beans appoer for the 
first time on the surplus liste Foods which will not be on the list after October 
are: cabbage, fresh poachos, fresh tomatoes, ricco, and fresh green peas. Re= 
visions of the lists are made in accordance with seasonal or other changes in the 
market situation covering the various commoditicse==(549-HO). 


September 25--FLUE-CURED TOBACCO QUOTA REFERENDUM SET FOR OCT. 5--Secretary 
Wallace fixed October 5, 1939 as the date of the referendun in which farmers will 
vote on fluc~cured tobacco marketing quotas for the 1940 crope Tho date is in 
accordance with recommendations of flue-cured tobncco farmers, warehousemen, and 
businessmen who met in Washington September 13. The Sccretary has proclaimed a 
national fluec-cured merketing quota of 618,000,000 pounds plus tho amount required 
for increases for small produccrs, which will make a total quota of approximately 
660,000,000 poundse-—( 553-40). 


September 26--TEXAS CITRUS INDUSTRY TO ACT ON NEW MARKETING AGREEMENT 
PROGRAM--Growers of citrus fruit in Cameron, Hidalgo, and Willacy counties in 
Texas will vote in a referendum in mid-October on the issuance of an order embody- 
ing the torms of the new marketing agrcoment for the Texns citrus industry to 
replace the marketing agreement now in effect, the Division of Marketing and Mar- 
keting Agrocments announcese Tho new marketing agrecment, tentatively approved by 
Secretary Wallace, are being submitted to handlers for their signatures. The ordc 
making the progran applicable to all handlers may be issued by the Sccrotary if 
such action is favored by at least two-thirds d@ tho growers who vote in a refer- 
endum, by number or by volume of fruit produced, and if handlers of at least 50 
percent of the volume of frosh fruit shipped during the 1938-39 season sign the 
agreenent e-—-(561-40).
